You have probably never heard of “N.U.D.” With 
good reason. It is the acronym for a very subtle and 
little known marketing term specifically directed 
toward people of color. NUD stands for Non Urban 
Dictate. 

Three words that essentially mean a company is 
not interested in the Black Consumer. (A NUD label 
means that a company does not want their market- 
ing and advertising materials placed in media that 
claim an urban audience as their main target.) 

There are legitimate reasons for companies not 
using urban radio. It may be that blacks don't index 
high in certain categories or that a company's strat- 
egy is to market to the Black consumer down the 
road after they have established a strong position in 
their primary target. 

But a NUD usually means that a company is not 
interested in the Black consumer. Companies evade 
discrimination liability by embracing it as theory 
rather than policy. As a service to Black consumers, 
the Urban Institute will list all companies that 
have a NUD policy. Armed with this information, 
we feel that Black consumers will be able to make 
informed buying decisions. Companies with NUD:

The incongruities in government and the uneven concept of justice as practiced in New Jersey continue to 
be a source of astonishment and dismay to me. 


The latest and most glaring instance of justice gone awry is the sentencing of the teachers supposedly 
involved in an insurance scam perpetrated by Ridgewood psychologist Carl Litchman. On June 27, 2000, 
a former employee of the Newark Public Schools was given a sentence of three (3) years for allegedly 
obtaining $4,000 in a fraudulent manner. At the same time Dr. Beverly Hall, Leonard Hellenbrand and 
other co-conspirators have left the Newark Public Schools with a shortfall in excess of $73 million dollars, 
while being praised for the wonderful job that they did. 


I certainly am not an apologist for individuals who have engaged in criminal behavior. However, it seems 
there is a dichotomy in holding an individual accountable for $4,000, while not doing the same for individ- 
ual(s) who were responsible for the misspending of millions of dollars. 


The crimes committed in the school district were all the more heinous for having been committed against 
children. Children throughout the past school year were deprived of books, instructional materials and 
even teachers because of the misdeeds of adults. In addition, they were subjected to overcrowded class- 
rooms and inadequate facilities. Laws are made to protect children against child abuse, such as Megan's 
Law, which is an admirable and needed law, yet the criminal and educational injustice done in Newark 
goes unpunished. When will the perpetrators be brought to justice? Perhaps legislators need to enact a law 
e m our urban children against future atrocities by the State and the people they hire to oversee our 
children. 


Commissioner Hespe has consistently said that there was no wrongdoing involved in the expenditure of 
the funds. He does not feel there should be any accountability on the part of Dr. Hall and her colleagues. I 
vehemently disagree. Our children and taxpayers have paid a heavy price and continue to bear the burden 
of the fiscal mismanagement in the Newark Public Schools. 


'The Senate and Assembly Education Committees held joint hearings in Trenton, but they have consistently 
refused to come to Newark. Our residents need to be informed of their plans for addressing this fiscal rape 
of our children. Also, the legislators need to hear from the residents how this fiasco has effected them and 
their children. 


Justice is said to be blind. It appears that in New Jersey when it suits certain individuals, it is blind, deaf 
and dumb.

NEW JERSEY PICK-6 LOTTERY CHANGES 
as of September 11, 2000 


The numbers will increase to 49 numbers, up 
from 46. The jump will make it about 50% harder to 
win a jackpot. The top prize odds will rise from 1 in 
9.3 million to 1 in 14 million. It also will be tougher 
to win secondary prizes. The new format will intro- 
duce a fourth prize — $3.00 for players who match 
three of the six winning numbers. They have ended 
the Bonus Million game and the extra five numbers 
printed on every Lotto ticket. 


Also cut will be the size of third prize Lotto pay- 
offs. Third-prize winners will collect about $56.00 
down from $60.00. The pool for second prize won't 
change. But the longer odds will raise its payoffs to 
an average of $2,700 per winner, up from $2,000.00. 


The payout period for winners who opt for the 
annuity prize — 30 years instead of 25. Jackpot win- 
ners who choose for the lump sum prize will get 
smaller payouts. But players will get 60 days from a 
jackpot win to decide whether to take the annuity or 
lump sum.
